The C-olotte made a very able argu¬ 
ment, skillfully avoiding .making any 
substantial objections to the road, and 
concealing the real purpose of his-fig* 
position. He pictured Bumford a» a 
plftee in the near Jfuthre of‘ TfijpOfi' ih* 
habitants, and advised the SOleetm-aa 
to have theiif'Welfare' ififoiind' wlifit; fie- 
ttidiug what they wontd, dfi in tbb 
premises. He expressed regret that the 
dans of the promoters, ha<Ubecrt kept 
from the public He dSo*sard , t'lin : t'lhGi 
petitions had been carelessly signed; 
Hfi drew a pvefcUr- of the congested 
streets, aud foresaw great difficulty in 
that respect. 

Mr. Heath, in his closing address to 
the selectmen, made reference :o the 
act That ho aud the opposing counsel 
vote agreed a# to the law in the- mat¬ 
ter and explained that an. appeal fron 
the denial of the sclectmeu tould be 
taken to the Courls. He again ex* 
plained that the bridge would have t«F 
bo strongfhoned at, the railroad rom* 
jtany'» expense, nnd cited again the 
many bridges of the same width over 
which cars have been running for 
many years. As to the snow- problem 
he thought Kumford could handle 300 
feet of Congress street, if Montreal 
could care for the miles of streets in 
that city, where they have more snow 
and more cars than will ever be seen 
in Rumford. 

tie scored the gentlemen who pro¬ 
fessed to be favorable to the building 
Of the rood, providing it was weighted 
down With so much construction ex 
pease that ho one Would invest in its 
stock. He charged Col, Bisbee with 
being 40 years behind the times; and 
informed him that the rights of the 
people, for whom electric roads are 
built, includes u larger number of per¬ 
sons than the Colonel had been wont 
to think constituted the people. 

The popular demonstration in favor 
of the street railway shows that the 
people are ntoflsed, atul propose to 
make themselves heard. There are no 
valid reasons for opposing the road, 
and it was painful to see the strained 
effort made by the opposition to coh¬ 
ort n plausible plea against it. The 
needs of the people are mote import¬ 
ant than {he interests of h> few men, 
nd the time has gone by when the de¬ 
sires of the people of Rumford can be 
disregarded.

NATURAL BEAUTY,

If you get your scalp in good healthy 
iundiUon, ynu may pull out the few 
gray hairs, and when the coloring pig* 
meat has been thoroughly stimulated 
to do Its work, the hair will again re¬ 
sume Us natural color. In my own ex- 
prw’Hi'e I have known many cases 
where the coloring pigment has been re. 
stored and stimulated, and new glossy 
black Or brown hairs have made their 
appearance, and sometimes even the 
gray hair has resumed its natural color. 
If the hair, however, continues to turn 
gray from age, a shock or anxiety, 
treat the scalp carefully, as I have 
said in a former article, and your gray 
ha»r will bo your pride. Take my 
earnest advice, do not use any kind 
of hair dyes; they arc abominations 
and in every ease are Utuitious to the- 
scalp and health, besides injuring tbo 
complexion in a short lime. Do not 
use peroxide for bleaching the lmir; 
you will regret it In after years. Any 
aSaiion which bleaches the hair makes 
it brittle and impoverishes the scalp, 
scalp Diseases.

Do hot iso hair pips 
Which have been used by another per¬ 
son, Do all you can to promote the 
growth and preservo the beauty of the 
hair, and remember that patience and 
perseverance aro absolutely necessary 
for the treatment Of all Irritations and 
diseases of the scalp, and do not be 
discouraged; they can be cured.
